publicly announced in New York City on March 12, 1964, that 
he had formed the Muslim Mosque , Incorporated (M M I). The M MI , 
according to the article, would be a broadly based politically 
oriented black nationalist movement for Negroes, only, 
financed by voluntary contributions. In this nublic statement, 
MALCOLM X urged Negroes to abandon the doctrine of non- 
violence when it is necessary to defend themselves in the 
civil rights struggle, and he also suggested that Negroes^ 
form rifle clubs to protect their lives and property in time 
of emergencies in areas where the government is unable or 
unwilling to protect them. 

Incorporation papers of the MMI filed on March 16, 

1964, with the Business Section, Clerk of Courts, New York 

County, New York, New York, reflect that the MMI was incorporated 

under the Religious Corporation Law of the State 

of New York to work for the imparting of the Islamic Faith 

and Islamic Religion in accordance with ‘’accepted Islamic 

principles”. The principal place of worshir to be located 

in the Borough of Manhattan, New York, Mew York. 

The May 23, 1964, edition of the "Hew York Amsterdam 
News”, a weekly Negro newspaper published in New York City, 
contained an article by columnist JAMES BOOKER in which he 
indicated that he had heard that the visit by MALCOLM X with 
Muslim leaders during his African tour has changed him to 
become soft in his anti-white feelings and to become more 
religious, \ 

On October 6, 1964, a confidential source advised 
that the MMI is anparently affiliated with the true orthodox 
Islamic Religion through its affiliation with the Islamic 
Foundation (of Mew York), 1 riverside Drive, New York City. 

The only teachings of the MMX are on the Islamic Religion. 
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MUSLIM MOSQUE, INCORPORATED (M.HI ) 

This confidential source advised on Kay 17, 1965, 
that the headquarters of the MMI are located in Suite 128, 
Hotel Theresa, 2090 Seventh Avenue, New York, New York, 
where they were established on March 16 , 1964. These 
headquarters are shared with the Organization of Afro-Ainer.ican 
Unity, Incorporated (OAAU) which was also headed by MALCOLM X. 

MALCOLM X was assassinated on February 21, 1965, 
while addressing an OAAU rally at the Audubon Ballroom, 
Broadway and 166th Street, Mew York City. 

This same confidential source advised on 
September 3, 1965, that the activities of the MMI following 
the death of MALCOLM X were limited to the teaching of 
classes in the Islamic religion and a class in judo for. 
self -protection. These classes were held regularly until 
the latter part of July, 1965 , when they were discontinued. 
Since then, the MMI has held no meetings and there has been 
absolutely no activity by the MMI which appears to be 
completely "dead” , 
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ORGANIZATION OF AFRO -AMERICAN UNITY, INCORPORATED (OAAU ) 

On June 28, 1964, MALCOLM X LITTLE* founder and 
leader of the Muslim Mosque, Incorporated (MMI), publicly 
announced the formation of a new, all Negro, militant civil 
rights action group to he known as the Organization of Afro- 
American Unity (OAAU), with himself as Chairman. This 
announcement was made at a public rally held by the MMI in 
the Audubon Ballroom, Broadway and l66th Street, New York 
City. 


A printed and published statement of basic OAAU 
aims read by MALCOLM X at this meeting indicates that it shall 
include "all" people of African descent in the Western 
Hemisphere, as well as "our" brothers and sisters on the 
African continent. It is patterned after the "letter and spirit 
of the Organization of African Unity established (by African 
heads of States) at Addis Ababa, Ethiopia, in May, 1963. 

A recording of the remarks of MALCOLM X at this 
meeting indicates that the aim of the OAAU is to eliminate 
differences between Negroes so they can work together for 
"human rights", while the initial objective is to "internation- 
alize" the American civil rights movement by taking it to the 
United Nations. LITTLE condemned the non-violent civil rights 
movement and claims that Negroes should be taught to protect 
themselves, when and if necessary. The OAAU will sponsor 
program for Negroes in education, politics, culture, economics, 
and social reform, 

MALCOLM X was assassinated on February 21, 1965, 
while addressing an OAAU rally at the Audubon Ballroom, New 
York City. 


On April 13, 1965, a confidential source advised 
that on March 26, 1965, the OAAU filed a Certificate of 
Incorporation with the Department of State, State of New York, 
Albany, New York, and henceforth, the organization's true 
name will be Organization of Afro-American Unity, Incorporated.
